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(ED. NOTE: In the face of the proposed profic- 
iency minimums and the "high time” flight re- 
ports submitted by NG & USAR pilots on summor 
field training & the regular flights at their 
home bases, we wrote to LT.COL. ROBERT R. WIL- 
LIAMS, GS, for hin views on the applicability 
of these minimums to the NG & USAR Flight Pro- 
grams.The following is COL. WILLIAMS' anewer.) 


DEPT. OF THE ARMY - -"Inolosed you will find a 


letter that I dispatched to all Air Officers 


of the major commands forwarding a draft copy 
of a circular.The ciroular is still being held 
by the Secretary of Defense,pending submission 
of equivalent regulations by the other twoser- 
vices. We realize already that when it comes 
back we will have to make certain changes. For 
example, we intend to change it to wake it di- 
rectly applicable only to active duty pilots. 
Next, 
are facing situations similar to the ones you 
outline for NG-USAR AAs who may fly an exces- 
sive number of operational missions during the 
‘oarly part of the yoar & find themselves short 
on time for the last part.We're therefore con- 
sidering splitting the requirements upby quar- 
ters to assure that all pilots will be able to 
fly a minimum of about 20 hours a quarter. 


When we get our circular published it will be 
up to Field Forces to determine its degree of 
applicability to Reserve units, and up to the 
National Guard Bureau to determine ite degree 
of applicability to NG pilots. All pilots, re- 
gardlesa of component, will be limited to 100 
hours for proficiency purposes.Proficiency and 
training as applied to flights are synonymous. 
If one of the NG-USAR aviators has gone out on 
hie own and flown 73 hours solely for the pur- 
pose of flying proficiency as opposed to opera~- 
tional missions in conjunction with unit trai- 
ning or sumser camp, he 1s in bad shape. How- 


ever, if the large amounta of flying time were 


amassed during summer casp in training exeroi- 
ses they have nothing to worry about. I think 
the attached letter and oiroular will explain 


these points.

controls. L-23 - with duals same as LO-126. 
Our regulations do not require a pilot to at- 
tend a course of instrument instruction to 
get an instrument certificate. We have many 
pilots in the Army who have obtained inetru- 
ment certificates by practicing by themaslvos, 
getting a little instruction here and there 
and doing a lot of studying. In order of pre- 
ference our pllotsa should get their inetru- 
went certificates 1) by going through Army 
courge at 8111, 2) going to an Air Force or 
Navy course, 3 dee 4 with other inetrumt 
Pilote and picking up instruction aa they 
can. The proposed regulation should not only 
keep instrument pilots ourrent, but should 
also provide a strong incentive for all pi- 
lots to get their instrument certificates. 


This regulation will have the psychological 
effect of making pilots want flying time.... 
Last year the regulation required all pilots 
to fly s minimum of 100 hours, and many had 
to he pushed to meet that requirement.Now wo 
say pilots will be permitted a maximum of 100 
hours of flying proficiency, and from the com- 
plaints one might think that every Army avia 
tor was accustomed to flying 500 hours peryn 
The new regulation should not materially re- 
duce the amount of flying, but should put it 
on & more businesslike, profitable basia. If 
our training program ig to be a success every 
pilot must understand the reason such a pro~- 
gram is necessary. For example! why should a 
1t. in an artillery bn become & remain an in- 
strument pilot, why night flying, etc. There 
are two hasgic reasons why every pilot must ac- 
complish this specialized training. 

a) This is a period of “peace” during which 
we Bust develop the pilots who in case of mo- 
bDilisation will be the nucleus of a big pro- 
Gram. Every san we now have must be conside~ 
ed a6 available for any type of duty! staff, 
school, operational, - and any type offlying! 
fixed-wing and helicopter;inetrument,day and 
night. At this time we must develop the fi- 
nest, most completely qualified group of pi- 
lots possible. Specialization and minimum qua 
lification personnel are used in neesaity in 
war - they have no place in o peacetime pro 


gram. 

b) If Army aviation is to pay ite way we must 
‘develop an "“sround the clock" capability in 
all our tasks. Compare our capability today 
with our capability with the L-4s of WW II.. 
Increased capability means more complex equip 
mont. Tho more complex equipment means higher 
pilot prerequisites. Take a look atthe cock- 
pit of a convertiplane. No "Sunday afternoon 
Cub pilot"will fly that machine.We must make 
certain that the capabilities of our pilots 
remain ahead of the advancement in equipment 
if we are to realize our full potential. The 
applicability of some of the training may not 
be too obvious to the pilot just flying the 
L-19. He may feel that flying an L-19 under 
the hood ia a waste of time, since he as an 
individual doean't intend to fly actual

instruments in e 19.Actually what he's doing 
is developing his general aeronautical qual- 
ificationa so that he will be ready todo the 
jobs of the future that will be expected of 
Aroy aviators. Two years ago we restricted L- 
19 and L-17 type acrft against actual instru 
ment flight. SR 95-15-6 supsroedes these in- 
etructiong.The L-19 is a good instrument air- 
plane under oertain conditions. It has very 
definite limitations ouch as range, lack of 
redio, etc. If the pilot carefully considers 
the weather conditions and his own capabili- 
ties, there is no reason why instrument fli- 
ehts qainnot be made in L-19 type alrcrafte..« 
partioularly by the more oxperienoed pilota, 
even with the above limitations. 


You will note that the proposed ociroular re- 
quires ali 4rmy aviators to fly at night and 
to fly oross country - this includes trans- 
portation helicopter pilots. Apprehensionhas 
been expresged by some about flying helicop- 
ters oross country at night. We included the 
night orosse aa deat for helicopter pilots be- 
cause this is the time when we muat develop 
the experience if in the future we're to con- 
duct tactical nicht exercises in a safe man- 
ner. All indications are that such exeroises 
will beoome normal operations. Our status to- 
day on night opm in helicopters is quite par- 
allel to our status in 1942 when wewere fly- 
ing L~4's ~ few instruments & limited navig- 
as tieax radius & little experience.The first 
flights should be short and under optimum con- 
ditions.We must guard against attempting too 
diffioult flights that may result in an acol- 
dent or inoident that will scar pilotsaé ore 
ate general apprehension with et ron tonight 
flying. You will note that the oircular lacks 
the usual "Teeth" i.e. it does not say that 
pilote who fail to meet the minigums will be 
Placed before flying evaluation boards. The 
reason is that we are placing the responsi- 
bility directly on the commander to see that 
pilots meet their minimums.It ien't right to 
takes action against the pilot for something 
the commander didn't carry out. Sinoerely,

At the present time there are four Army Pri- 
mary Flight Training Classee in residence, 
with a quota of 115 atudent officere in each 
class. Classes train for 17 weekea and enter 
and graduate on o monthly schedule. The last 
class, 54 C-P, revorsed for training on the 


3lst of Aug. & the next class is due to gra- 
duate in 53 L-P on 2d Oct. 53 L-P,of approx- 
imately 64 students, will report to the Army 
Aviation Sohool at S111 on the Sthof Ootober 
for tactical training in L-19 aircraft. The 
L-21 (Piper) 1s used here for primary traing 


In addition to the officer classes,there are 
two Army Helicopter Pilot Training Olasses 
for rated Army aviators in residence at all 
times.Each class lasts 5 weeks duration with 
a load of approximately 22 students. A class 
graduates and one enters every two or three 
weeks. Upon the successful completion of the 
flying he taeagy here, the officers report to 
Ft.Sill for a 4-week course helicopter tac- 
tics. 


The training of fixed-wing and rotary-wing 
mechanics is also the mission of Gary Air 
Force Base. The fixed-wing mechanics course 
is of 65 days duration, 135 classes in resi- 
dence of 36 enlisted students each. The ro- 
tary-wing mechanics course is of 70 days du- 
ration, 14 classes in residence of 24 enlis- 
ted atudents each. 


Approximately 3,000 Army students were grad- 
uated from courses during the fiscal year 
1953 at Gary AFB. Graduates by courses are 
approximately as followa!

Then came the historic moment .'Let 
me Ranma to of secrecy, gentlemen.Your hea- 
ding is 108 degrees; your ETE 1s 5 plus thir- 
ty. You're cleared to leave immediately-Good 
Luck, that's all."--and he was gone. 


We thought the guy had been in England such 
too long or was kidding but here comes about 
6 Sets. loaded down and we drew Mao Wests ra- 
tions, Very pistols, and flares. And the SGTS 
were very well informed. From each of them we 
got," Don't get more than 10 degrees off cou- 
ree or the Navy will shoot you down." "If e- 
nemy fighters pick you up,separate." "Don't 
shoot the wrong flare over Barfleur, but be 
sure to shoot one or AA will shoot you down! 
And me, the last flare I shot waa July 4th in 
"38. So we all troop out fealing as tho this 
is it. Out to the line to "man our planes" & 


here is what put the cream on the strawberri- 
ese. One of us boys is very nervous, see,..80 
when we all start our Ft. $111 "self-starting 
procedure” this guy really gta flustered, & 
especially so when he seos a1) the other props 
turning nicely and the pilots making last-mi- 
nute cockpit cheoksa. He io still doing ahmd- 
atand off hie strut, pulling’ furiously at his 
prop with not so such as a spit.As the first 
Cub snaried(?) & pulled out into the taxiway 
our friend hit the panic button.He leaned in 
& advanoed the throttle about half way,grab- 
bed the prop as tho to crumble it, & pulled. 
That Cub felt the lash for it shook all over 
& thon smoothed out & started perking @ 1200 
RPMs. Only thing wrong was that my pal wasn't 
in it. He and the Cub went oircling in beau- 
tiful arcs - the Cub leading and himself ple- 
ading from the wing ond of the strut. Caught 
up to him & rebuked him for pulling a RODEO 
at such an auspicious moment & set him in his 
plane. We were all set now - from here to e~ 
ternity - here come the guys who're going to 
win this thing. Everybody makes a last chook 
& my buddy seemed in order - now - into the 
wild blue yonder - - when a terrific hissing 
aplit the air and panic was just a step away. 
But when the dust had settled - Yup - My boy 
had oeprung his Mae West & there he sat with 
the thing backing him into his seat, romped 
madly at the windshield, out thru the door 
sort of boiling over into any available air- 
apace & pleading for more.
